The city clerk’s office, where regis- 
tration is being conducted, was mark- 
ed by great activity Monday. Mem- 
bers of the fire department were on 
hand to urge those who registered to 
support the referendum. Under the 
law, persons who have paid their taxes 
may register up to and including the 
day of the election. 

A majority of those participating 
in the election Wednesday, regard- 
less of the number of qualified voters, 
will determine the salary increases. 
City hall leaders pointed out that 
an erroneous impression had been 
broadcast that the increase, in order 
to be approved, must be voted favora- 
bly by a two-thirds majority of the 
registered voters.

increases to be settled by an arbitra- 
tion board under an agreement which 
would endure for five years.

POLICING BUSINESS. 


Will legislatures and courts. be 
Superseded ultimately by industrial 
agencies in the handling of indus- 
trial problems? P. G. Agnew, secre- 
tary of the American Engineering 
Standards committee, in a most in- 
tcresting article in the December 
“Nation’s Business“ answers in the 
affirmative. 

Many of the industrial issues 
now under consideration of courts, 
legislatures and commissions not 
only can be solved by industry it- 
self, but much more has already 
been accomplished in this direction 
through nonlegal methods than 
business men themselves realize, 
Mr. Agnew declares. By setting up 
through cooperative action certain 
national standards of production, 
materials, and methods, the various 
industries will eventually forestall 
the necessity of either courts or 
legislatures dealing with most in- 
dustrial problems, thus checking 
the flood of legislation which is be- 
coming a matter of national con- 
cern. | 

This movement toward industrial 
self-government, according to Mr. 
Agnew, has reached its highest de- 
velopment to date in the realm of 
Standardization, where industrial 
problems are solved through coop- 
eration rather than through legal 
channels. The various industries, 
by working out standards accept- 
able to all parties interested, es- 
tablish their own laws,“ thereby 
obviating disputes and subsequent 
Utigation and legislation. This 
“statutory” method of the indus- 
tries in regulating their own af- 
fairs thus eventually will take the 
place of legal methods, just as leg- 
islation by statute has been sup-

THE EA§Y-RUNNING NOSE. 


Many 1 with sinusitis can 
tell time fairly well by the nose, when 
it is running. and some can tell time 
still better when their nose isn’t run- 
ning—the sinusitis headache comes on 
at a fairly regular hour every day. 
A nose that doesn’t run at all is 
certainly a rare possession. Our old 
ent had one until we brought him 
into the city and he met some of the 
felines that haunt these environs. 
Victims of hyperesthetic rhinitis 
will kindly run away and take their 
calcium lactate; we are dealing here 
with noses that are easy-running in 
bad weather.’ True, a hyperesthetic 
rhinitis often enough seems to the vic- 
tim utterly without cause or provoca- 
tion, for how is he to know that his 
calcium metabolism is deficient? And 
being at a loss to account for hfs sud- 
den attacks of sneezing and stuffing 
up and running at the nose, it is nat- 
ural enough for the poor deluded suf-

Paris, November 30. - —4 10 
per cent levy on capital, payable in 30 
annuities, is the measure on which M. 

sucheur, the finance minister, relies 
to finance a sinking fund and to ex- 
tinguish the short-term debts. He 
asserts that he favors refunding cer- 
tain internal loans in order to arrange 
maturities more conveniently: for the 
treasury, but rejects all idea of a 
moratorium or forced conversion of 
the bonds maturing December 8 

Financial experts aver that NM. 
Loucheur’s policy of no inflation or 
consolidation will compel him to ask 
parliament for authority to issue an 
additional 5,000,000 francs in bank 
notes to * 5 the treasury bonds due 
December 8. 

The capital levy is a concession to 
the socialists and radicals; the re- 
jection of forced conversion of bonds 
is calculated to please the opposition. 
Thus the government. hopes to ride 
through between the opposing forces of 
the chamber to an early solution of 
the pressing financial problems. The 
enbinet, however, it is thought, will 
have a hard road to travel. 

M. Briand had scarcely left for his 
mission in London, completing the 
peace of Wines with a Godspeed from 
Herr Von Hoesch, the German am- 
bassador, when the members of the 
left met in the chamber and started 
a movement to reweld the radical- 
socialist alliance. This move bodes no 
in the 
opinion of parliamentary observers. 

The radicals accepted M. Briand's 
combination, they said, only as a nec- 
essary evil, but they are from from rec- 
onciled to a cabinet presided over by 
anyone but a member of their own 
group.

In beginning Dr. Patrick traced the 
history of the discovery of colloids, 
and stated that colloidal chemistry was 
founded by an English scientist Gra- 
ham about 1850. 

“The word ‘colloid’ comes from the 
Greek word meaning glue,“ said the 
speaker, “and it was with glue that 
Graham made his first experiments, 
finding that it would not dissolve in 
water as fast as sugar.” This led 
Graham to state that all substances 


which do not readily dissolve in a 
solvent im which they are pence: are 
of a colloidai nature.

It comprises 95,940 
words and is assembled in four large, 
leather-bound, books, with outer 
covers and gilt edges. 

The amount of the property it deals 
with is just under £21,000, but it will 
be an expensive matter for anybody to 
obtain a copy to see whether they -have 
been left anything. Somerset House 
has issued a warning to possible seek- 
ers of copies that such copies will cost 
£79 each—owing to the vast wordage 
and the official rate per folio of 90 
words for copying. 

The testator who was responsible for 
the eccentrie accumulation of words 
was Mrs. Frederica Cook, widow of a 
well-known dry goods merchent. Most 
of it is in her own handwriting and the 
r is due to the fact that she 

made a most minute inventory of her 
possessions, jewelry, furs, embroideries, 
laces, etc., with descriptive notes about 
each and the original and presumed 
present value of each item alongside. 

Two of the books forming the will 

have 700 pages each and the others 
400 apiece; the pages being ruled with 
single cash columns. Among the odd- 
ments of the will was the request that 
her diaries should be burned, her wed- 
ding ring buried with her and that her 
age should not be put on her tomb- 
stone. : 
Somerset House’s previous record 
for length in wills was 400 legal 
“folios,” or 36,000 words. The eighth 
Duke of Devonshire left a will of 197 
folios and the late Lord Burton left a 
will of 127 folios. 
registered at Somerset House is that 
of a sailor drowned when the battle- 
ship Indefatigable was sunk at Jut- 
land, comprising three words “All to 
Mother.” 

“T leave all to her“ was written on

When a child was born in ancient 
Athens, the event was not told in a 
newspaper, because there were no 
newspapers in Greece at that time. 
Instead the parents were in the cus- 
tom of fastening a symbol upon the 
door of the hotise. If a boy had been 
born, an olive branch was placed on 
the door. The birth of a girl was 
announced by a strip of wool.

The nurses were commonly slave 
women.

At school Greek boys were taught 
to read and write to play the lyre, 
and to sing. e poems of Homer 
were the chief writings which were 
studied. Skill in sports was learned 
by the youths from teachers paid for 
the purpose. 

Girls—the daughters of both 
and rich—did not attend school.
